“The decisive effect of the blockade did not 
become apparent until the end, when the final 
crash came, and it was seen how supreme an 
influence on the result of the war this powerful 
Weapon had exercised.”

“The Grand Fieet, 1914-16,” which is published 
to-day by Messrs, Cassell and Co., Ltd.

more than half the war, who shaped its strategy 
(in conjunction with the Lords of Admiralty), 
and prepared its battle tactics, “states clearly 
the problems with which he was called almost 
at a moment’s notice to deal, and brings out the 
difficulties ‘many of them are revealed for the 
first time) which lay in his path. Sent north 
as second in command of the Fleet, Lord Jelli- 
coe on his arrival at Scapa was handed orders 
to take over the command from Sir George 
Callaghan, and he set out at once upon his task 
of making new war organisation.

“showed that one explanation was that our 
ships were very inadequately ‘protected b 
armour as compared with the German vesse 
of the battle cruiser type.\ It was considered 
undesirable to draw attention to this publicly 
while the war was in progress.” 

The war, he goes on, has shown the fallacy 
of applying the argument “the best defence is 
a powerful offensive” to material as well as to 
strategy. “ The loss of the Good Hope, Mon- 
mouth, Queen Mary, Indefatigable, Invincible, 
Defence, and Warrior, and the considerations to 
which these losses gave rise, convinced naval 
officers afloat, even if it did not convince others 
leas intimately associated with the Fleet during 


the war, that ships with inadequate defensive 


qualities are no match for those that possess 
hem to a considerably greater degree, even if 
the former are superior in gun power. The con- 
viction was strengthened by the knowledge we 
obtained that German ships far more frequently 
hit by gunfire, torpedo, or mine than many of 
our ships that sunk were yet taken safely into 
pa owing partly to their defensive qualities, 
yut partly to the limitations of our armour- 
piercing shejl at that time.” '

DREADNOUGHTS AND DOCKS—WHAT THE 
KAISER SAID. 

The contrast between our losses and the Ger- 
mans’ comparative immunity from total loss 
after a ship had been hit is discussed by Lord 
Jellicoe, who states that the greater beam of 
the enemy ships permitted the placing of the 


protective bulkhead further inboard, so that, 


he explosion of a mine or torpedo was less 
effective in its damage. 

Why were the Briti8h ships under this die: 
advantage ? 

Lord Jellicoe's reply is that “the whole of 
our Dreadnought battleships designed before the 
war were hampered by the absence of proper 
dock accommodation. The German Emperor 
once remarked upon this fact at Kiel to Lord 
Jellicoe that we had made the mistake of build- 
ing our ships before we had proper dock ac- 
commodation for them, while in Germany they 


! had provided the dock accormmodation first, and 


had designed the ships subsequently, He was 
right, Lord Jellicoe remarks, but points out that 
the German plan involved delay in shipbuilding, 
whereas we achieved guperiority in 1914. 

“ Docks,” he states, “ made no appeal to the 
imagination of the public.” August, 1914, found 
us with a superiority in ships, but woefully 
lacking in dock accommodation, and, for this 
reason alone, Fleet action early in the war re- 
sulting in considerable damage to heavy ships 
would ‘have produced embarrassing results. if

who sailed and fought them. 


whol realises that the alternative to social | 
chaos must be found in something very 
like social revolution. That assurance 
alone should calm the prevailing unrest, 
the causes of which the Prime Minister 
analysed with deep insight. He did more 
—he spoke to the British working man 
with a force and candour which put the 
nation heavily in his debt. The present 
troubles are due in part to the workers’ 
honest fear of widespread ynemployment 
after demobilisation. Mr. Lloyd George 
showed that the fear had no substance: 
the war has left us a legacy of vast arrears 
of production in nearly all departments of 
industry. If the worker neglects produc- 
tion, however, and thinks only of bigger 
wages and shorter hours, he will perish 
like blind Samson, and will involve the 
whole State in his downfall. Already the 
railways have ceased to be profitable, and 
other national industries, like the mines, 
are threaténed with the same fate. Mr. 
Lloyd George demands that the rake’s pro- 
gress of rebellious Labour shall stop in- 
stantly. Speedy legislation will remove its 
just causes of social discontent; the best 
machinery that the State can devise will 
seek to reconcile the interests of masters 
and men; but no body, or bodies, of 
workers will be allowed to “hold up” the 
nation. The country, including, as we 
believe, a large majority of its trade 
unionists, will welcome this frank and 
firm pronouncement, It is of good omen 
for the spirit and quality of Parliament s 
work in the new session. 

The King’s single reference to Ireland 
is in the nature of a platitude, ‘The state 
of Ireland is a cause of “great anxiety” 
to His Majesty and to all of us; and the 
Government has not abandoned hope of a

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More Influenza. 


Influenza is again prevalent throughout 
the United Kingdom. Several cases have 
occurred in Dublin, and reports from 
the provinces show that the disease has 
claimed many victims in different centres, 
especially those in which large detachments 
of. troops are quartered. Fortunately, 
there is good reason to hope that the ouf- 
break will not assume such serious pro- 
portions as the epidemics which swept over 
the world last year and caused more than 
six million deaths. Since last July the 
malady has been. the subject of constant 
research work, Its cause has not been 
established definitely, but many valuable 
discoveries have been made, and the 
medical profession and public health 
authorities are now much better equipped 
to fight against it. The public also 1s 
familiar with the precautionary measures 
that should be adopted: in all households, 
and, if these are taken promptly, there 
need be little fear that the, outbreak will 
not be checked. Crowded assemblies 
should be avoided, and, as soon as the 
first symptoms of an attack develops, the 
person affected should. go to bed and re- 
ceive medical treatment. Alcohol is said 
to have a good effect in combating the 
disease, and one authority goes so far as 
to say that “in no circumstances ” should 
it be withheld. People whose work in- 
volves exposure to the weather are advised 
to make a puint of eating before going out, 
and to keep on the move as+much as 
possible. A feature of the outbreak which 
is worth noting is that, so far, infection } 
has been most common among neople! 
who escaped attack during the main wave. 
The disease on this occasion is of a less 
virulent type than that which was rife last 
November, and the pneumonia which

Yesterday the King opened the most im- 
portant Parliament of modern times, It 
is the most important because the 
external security and the internal peace 
of these islands—that to say, the 
very existence of the British Empire— 
on the work that will. be 
done at Westminster during the next 
few months. The King uttered the 
country’s hopes for the success of the Peace 
Conference, and especially of the projected 
League of Nations, The Prime Minister, 
fresh from Paris, assured the House of 
Commons that the Conference was making 
good progress, and that the League of 
Nations was advancing by steady stages to 
a harmonious evolution. We must not 
forget, however, that in these matters our 
interests are so vital and so intricate that 
we cannot afford to make the smallest mis- 
take. We cannot ignore such facts as the 
colonial rights of our great Dominions, 
the well-based fears of France, and Ger- 
many’s manifest intention to evade, if she 
can, the due punishment of her crimes. 
We question neither the wisdom nor the 
patriotism of our negotiators at Paris, but 
we rejoice that before the Treaty of Peace 
can become effective, so far as these) 
countries are concerned, it must be ratified 
by the House of Commons. It is 
well that the exaltations of Paris 
should be reviewed in the, perhaps, 
more critical atmosphere of London 
before the country is committed to irre. 
vocable experiments. The main business 
of the session will be the fulfilment of the 
Coalition Partys election promises, and 
these are now embodied in a crowded pro- 
gramme of social legislation. The King an- 
nounced that bills would be introduced for 
the establishment of Ministries of Health 
and of. Ways and Communications, for 
large schemes of housing reform and ‘land 
settlement, for the increase of production, 
and, in general, for the promotion of in- 
dustrial prosperity and contentment. In 
order that these measures may be pressed 
with the least possible delay the Govern- 
ment will submit proposals for a drastic 
reform of the rules of the House of Com- 
mons. The King s references to the need of 
industrial peace had an uncommon tone of 
gravity—even of anxiety. He urged Par- 
liament to secure it at any cost of “interest 
or prejudice.”’ 

We have just passed through one of 
the most dangerous fortnights in British 
history, and the danger has not been 
banished: it is merely held in suspense. 
If we are to be saved from industrial ruin, 
and, perhaps, from political anarchy, the 
foundations of security must be laid by 
Parliament during the present year, There 
is no use in pretending that the country 
was not sceptical of the Government’s 
pledges of social reform, for the Tory

‘Naval Stra tegy. 


We print elsewhere a summary of the 
salient features of Admiral Lord Jellicoe’s 
book on the Grand Fleet, which was nnder 
his command during the first two years of 
the war. The book is, in effect, a reply to 
the criticism directed against his conduct 
of the naval war during that period. 
Expert criticism was both general and par- 
ticular. In the first place, it assailed his 
strategy as a whole; in the next place, it. 
assailed his tactics in the battle of Jut- 
land. The latter were held to provide an 
additional condemnation of the former. 
Both in general and in this particular 
instance criticism based itself upon the 
allegation that Lord Jellicoe’s policy was 
unadventurous to excess, "nd that he con- 
sistently preferred to play for safety rather 
than to take risks. Lord Jellicoe’s book, 
on the whole, may be regarded at once as 
an admission that sych principles governed 
his strategy and tactics and as a justifica- 
tion for his adoption of them. The rela 
tive advantages and risks of a more ad- 
venturous naval policy will probably be 
always matter of theoretical dispute; but 
at least he adduces substantial arguments, 
which could not be produced while the 
war was in progress, in favour of the 
policy of caution. It was his business to 
make the best possible use of the weapon 
which the country had put into his hand. 
We learn from this.book something of the 
defects of that weapon, and its reading is 
calculated to disturb the complacency of 
those who never questioned the material, 
as well as the moral, superiority of the 
British Fleet over the Germans, The 
numerical superiority of the former was 
not, in the early stages of the war, very 
considerable ; and, ship for ship, the Ger- 
man battle units were, from the technical 
point of view, better than the British. 
Lord Jellicoe points out that the German 
ships of any particular perigd were of 
considerably greater displacement as com- 
pared with contemporary British ships. 
All the British Dreadnoughts designed 
before the war were hampered by the lack 
of proper dock accommodation, The Ger- 
mans provided dock accommodation first 
and designed their ships subsequently— 
with the result of achieviiz greater techni- 
cal efficiency, but also of falling behind 
British construction in the race for aggre- 
gate superiority. The principle of British 
construction was to subordinate armour 
protection to gun-power; the principle of 
German construction was to subordinate 
gun-power to armour protection. Lord 
Jellicoe points to the experience of the war, 
and especially the loss of the battle-crnisers 
at Jutland, as showing the superior validity 
of the German principle. ‘Ships with 
inadequate defensive qualities are no 
match for those that possess them to a 
considerably greater degree, even if the 
former are superior in gun-power.” The 
advantage on the German side in the 
differing principles of construction was 
accentuated by the fact that the enemy 
employed a superior armour-piercing 
projectile. The situation is summed up 
in the statement that the balance of the 
two fleets at our “average moment.” and 
at the Germans’ “selected moment ”! was 
too delicately poised to justify a policy 
of risks. Lord Jellicoe’s disclosure 
of the Grand Fleet's deficiencies in techni- 
cal equipment is a matter for the serious 
nea? rete of those responsible for naval 
policy. From the public’s point of view,

Mr. Clem Edwards, who gave 
the Government an unwavering promise 
of support, was followed by General Page 
Croft, who was anxious to learn more 
about the Peace Conference. Lord Hugh 
Cecil regretted the absence of any 
reference to the Welsh Church Act in the 
Speech from the Throne, while Commander 
Wedgwood blamed the Government, for the 
prevailing high prices. The debate was 
sajourned at 7.50 by Mr. Bottomley, who 
will to-morrow be able to expend some of 
his bottled energy. It is hoped that the 
debate will be concluded on Thursday 
evening. 

The King and Queen had a great recep- 
tion when driving to Westminster to-day. 
The weather was fine, but bitterly cold, 
and yet the crowds stood eight and ten 
deep along the route.

‘The political atmosphere, how- 
ever, is still a little dark, and the cloud of un- 
certainty and doubt which has been showing up 
larger and larger during the past few days has 
not yet been driven away, Germany. is at it 
again, hine illae lacrimae, and the French 
papers are calling out for more drastic and far- 
reaching terms in the renewal of the armistice. 
Ever since the Armistice Commission commenced 
its deliberations on Friday last a feeling of un- 
easiness, and almost of alarm, has been mani- 
festing itself in the Paris Press, and the inter- 
view, which M. Clemenceau granted an American 


journalist, the details of which were published. 


to-day, has done nothing to brighten the pes- 
simistic outlook which prevails here. 

The French Premier points out that France, 
although nominally the conqueror in the war, 
still, as far as economic matters are concerned, 
will be in a very bad state even compared with 
Germany. Germany's aim was, and is, to crush 
France economically, and there is still great 
danger of seeing at least a partial realisation of 
her ambitions in this respect. M. Clemenceau 
is frankly pessimistic, and, of course, the French 
follow his lead, and are pessimistic also.

It is nobody’s fault; but men are only 
human beings, not angels, and the chances of 
any reconciliation beyond that which wil] exist 
on paper between this country and 
Germany are remote in the extreme. Without 
sqme such reconciliation, be it ever so little, 
peace will have very little meaning in the 
world, and the feeling of intense hatred which 
one finds over here towards the very name of 
Germany makes one despair of ever finding a 
means Of bringing the two peoples together.

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THE.LABOURE PROBLEM. 


The KING delivered the following speech at 
the formal opening of the new Parliament 
yesterday :— 


My Lorps ann GENTLEMEN,— 

The dissolution of the last Parlia- 
mert followed almost immediately upon the col- 
tapse of Germany under the ceaseless blows of 
the Allied Armies. Since fhat date the. terms 
of the armistice, which have been more than 
once renewed, have been perseveringly enforced. 
Phe enemy forces have retired behind the Rhine, 
and have surrendered much of their armament. 
The Allied Armies have occupied the bridge- 
heads across that river, thus laying open the 
road into Germany should she attempt to renew 
the war. During the same period the might of 
the German Navy hae been shattered by the 
surrender of the enemy’s submarines, and the 
internment of his main Fleet in my ports. 

These great resulis, which give practical se- 
curities that the struggle between German 
tyranny and European freedom is at an end, 
and that a new era has dawned, have been 
achieved by the vigilance and disciplined effi- 
ciency of the British and Allied Fleets, and by 
the courage, the endurance, and the determina- 
tion of my.Armies and the Armies of the many 
nations fighting with them. 

Among the resolutions to be submitted to you 
will be one asking you to give solemn expression 
to the gratitude of my people for the achieve 
ments and sacrifices of those who have suffered 
for the country’s gause by land and sea and air. 

In order. to reap the full fruite of victory 
and to safeguard the peace of the world, an 
adequate Army must, be maintained in the field, 
and proposals which will be necessary to secure 
the forces required will be submitted to you in 
due course. 

For the last month a Conference of my Pleni. 
potentiaries and of the representatives of all 
the Allied and Associated Powers has been as 
sembled in Paris to deliberate upon the terms 
of a just and lasting peace. Their discussions 
have bean marked by the utmost cordiality and 
goodwill, and by no disagreement. They have 
made good progress with the examination of the 
numerous and varied problems which will re- 
quire settlement in the terms of peace, and 1 
trust that before the Session is far advanced 
the preliminaries of peace will be signed. 

I rejoice particularly that the Powers as 
sembled in the Conference have agreed to accept 
the. principle of a League of Nations, for it is 
by progress along that road that I see the only 
hope of saving mankind from a recurrence of the 
scourge of war. 

I took an early opportunity to visit France, 
and to convey to. the President of the French 
Republic the heartfelt enthusiasm with which 
my people acclaimed the final liberation of her 
territories, and the vindication of the national 
unity of our faithful friend end Ally. I was 
deeply moved by the demonstration of cordial 
affection which I received during my visit. 

It has also given me great pleasure to receive 
in this country the President of’ the: United 
States of America. 
accorded him is a proof of the good-will which 
all sections of my people feel towards the great 
Republic of the West, and an _ earnest 
of the increasing understanding with which, I 
trust, they will act together in the future. 

For the last few months the Imperial War 
Cabinet has been in continuous session, and my 
counsels in regard to the war and external 
affairs have been both etrengthened and en- 
lightened by the presence of the leading 
Ministers of my self-governing Dominions, and 
of representatives of my Indian Empire. Tho 
inspiring sacrifice and the invaluable service 


which have been rendered by the people of the | 
Dominions and of India during the war have | 


won for them an important place in the counsels 
of the world, and it has been a source of especial 
satisfaction to me that their title to represen- 
tation has been fully recognised in the Paris 
Conference. I trust that the reports of the Com- 
mittees which are now inquiring into matters 
connected with Indian Constitutional Reform will 
be received in time to enable a bill on the sub- 
ject to be presented in the course of the Session. 


The position in ireland causes me great 
anxiety, but | earnestly hope that condi- 
tions may soon sufficiently improve to make 
it possible to provide a durable settlement 
of this difficult problem. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE oF ComMONS,— 

You will be asked to make further 
provision for meeting the permanent charges 
resulting from the war, and the new expendi- 
ture required for purposes of reconstruction. 


My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN,— 

The aspirations for a better social 
order, which have been quickened in the hearts 
of my people by the experience of the war, 
must be encouraged by prompt and comprehen- 
give action. Before the war, poverty, unemploy- 
ment, inadequate housing, and many remediable 
ills existed in our land, and these ills were 
aggravated by disunion. But, since the outbreak 
of war; every party and every class have worked 
and fought together for a great ideal. In the 
pursuit of this common aim they have shown @ 
spirit of unity and self-sacrifice which has exalted 
the nation, and has enabled it to play its full 
part in the winning of victory.

PEACE TREATY TO BE RATIFIED BY 
. PARLIAMENT. , 


Lloyd George, in his speech in the 
Commons yesterday, said that the | 
question of pensions and separation 
allowances was being very carefully 
considered by the Minister of Pensions 
and his secretary. 

In regard to the Peace Conference, they 
had made progress equal to, and even 
beyond, their most sanguine expecta- 
tions. No time had been wasted. 
Their whole energies had been directed 
towards effecting a durable settlement 
at the earliest possible moment. 

After the Peace Treaty had been provision- 
ally signed, it would be placed on the 
table of the House for ratification. 

The progress of the League of Nations had 
been exceedingly satisfactory, and the 
House might assume that this experi- 
ment would be tried with the full 
assent of all the nations represented 
at the Conference. 

If the present labour unrest continued, 
the consequences would be very grave 
for the trade and industry of this 
country. Some of its causes were 
legitimate; others were not. The 
former ought to be removed. 

Among the legitimate causes he mentioned 
the overstrain due to nearly five years 
of war work, fear of unemployment, 
discontent with bad housing accom- 
modation, and overcrowding. 

The Government intended to carry out their 

pledges to do their best to improve the 

social condition of the people.

If the cost of production became so high as 


to reduce the purchasing capacity at 
home, or to put us out of the world’s 
markets, that would mean disastrous 
unemployment. To reduce the hours 
of labour, and to pay exactly the same 
wages, was the one way to make for 
the unemployment of the whole 
country. 

Gigantic steps had been taken to prepare 
for housing, the development of ways 
and communications, etc. 

Among the illegitimate causes of the 
labour unrest were the sedulous 
attempts that had been made for years 
to undermine confidence in the’ trade 
union leaders. Anarchy was the end 
and purpose of those responsible for 
it, and some of them were seeking to 
destroy not merely~ trade unionism, 
but the State. ' 

The Government would consider fairly 
and carefully every demand put for- 
ward by any body of workmen, with a 
view to removing legitimate griev- 
ances. But they were determined to 
fight Prussianism in the industrial 
world exactly as they had fought it on 
the Continent of Europe, with the 
whole might of the nation. That they 
were bound to do, or else cease to be a 
Government. 

These industrial disturbances were mak- 
ing peace difficult. He appealed to 
the common sense of all sections of 
the people to see that the victory won 
in five years of sacrifice should not be 
wantonly dissipated in a few weeks of 
frenzied strife.

Parliament was opened at noon yesterday by 
the King. His Majesty, who was accompanied 
by the Queen, wore a Field-Marshal’s undress 
uniform. The Queen had a magnificent sable 
coat, and wore diamonds presented by the 
Colonies. Their Majesties entered the Chamber 
a few minutes after twelve, and the Commons 
were summoned by Black Rod. Lord Birken- 
head, the new Lord Chancellor, handed the 
King a copy of his Speech, and His Majesty 
read it in clear, loud tones, which were heard 
in every corner of the Chamber. 

The delivery of the Speech occupied fifteen 
minutes, and the ceremony terminated at 12.20. 

All those present wore Court mourning. 


Business commenced at 4.30. The Lord Chan- 
cellor having read the King’s Speech, 


DUKE OF NORTHUMBERLAND. 
The Duke of Northumberland, in the khaki 
uniform of a Staff officer, moved an Address of 
Thanks to His Majesty for his gracious Speech 
from the Throne. He took the opportunity of 
expressing the feeling of the entire House in 
the deep and abiding sense of the debt that 
they owed to His Majesty for the manner in 
which he had identified himself during the past 
terrible years with every phase of the national 
effort, and for the way that he had embodied 
the national aspirations of his people. (Cheers.) 
His Majesty’s untiring devotion had secured an 
enthusiastic loyalty, such as had never been 
accorded to any former Sovereign. (Cheers.) 
At such a period as the present the effect of the 
inevitable reaction from war was to induce the 
belief that we were now entering on a new era, 
when a great many of the evils which had 
hitherto afflicted the community would be 
eliminated or mitigated. They had lately re- 
ceived remarkable proofs of the evil effects of 
such exaggeration. They had been seriously 
told that the fate of the Government depended 
on its ability to create a new world, as if it 
were given to any body of men, however wise, 
far-seeing, courageous, and high-minded, to 
the millennium. There was consider- 
able danger in talk of that kind. The first test 
of Allied statesmanship would be, not the 
creation of a League of Nations, but the ability 
to impose satisfactory terms of peace on Ger- 
many. (Hear, hear.) It was necessary to 
secure an adequate -Army to secure the 
fruits of victory. In view of events 
now taking place in Germany, we could not 
afford to make’ any drastic reduction in our 
Army. They must not blind themselves to the 
actual realities of the military situation, nor for- 
get the lessons of the past. 


LORD COLWYN. 


Lord Colwyn seconded the address. - With 
reference to the industrial unrest, he eaid he 
believed that all would come right if both sides 
showed patience. Shorter hours and higher 
wages were possible where there\was a mono- 
poly, but not where there was severe competi- 
tion with every country in the world, 


LORD CREWE. 


Lord Crewe expressed a hope that when the 
time came for Parliament to express its thanks 
to the Navy and Army and other Services for 
their part. played in the war, there would be 
a correction of some misunderstandings which 
had existed in the public mind. This was not 
a moment for expressing either hopes or fears 
with regard to the League of Nations as to its 
possibilities. He did not quarrel with the policy 
of maintaining an adequate army in the field 
to meet present necessities, but the policy of 
conscription required to be closely watched in 
connection with this necessity. In the tem- 

rary coercion of Germany, the Navy must 
i an overwhelming effect if the necessity 
arose. The Government must give some infor- 
mation as to the release of the Sinn Fein 
prisoners. 

COMPENSATION FROM GERMANY, 

In the reference to the money needed for 
reconstruction, a note of warning should have 
been added as to the financial position in which 
the country now stood. (Hear, hear.) The 
country wanted to know whether we were at 
all likely to obtain from any German source 
anything more than compensation for the actual 
damage in this country by raids and bombard- 
ments, and, possibly, some return for the de- 
struction of our merchant shipping. During the 
eneral election undoubtedly millions of people 
firmly believed that the whole of our expendi- 
ture of munitions, transport, etc., was certain 
to be recovered from Germany, but before they 
could hope to receive any of that there was the 
claim of priority advanced by Belgium, which 
must be met. These considerations led him to 
regard with anxiety the large number cf 
measures promised in the King’s Speech. The 
problems of the industrial situation also de- 

ded primarily on the finance of the country, 
fa his opinion, there was in every fthdustry, as a 
matter of fact, a definite and reasonable period 
of work which could, and ought to, be arrived 
at by means of free consultation between em-

A Reuter’s telegram from Berne on Monday 
says that the International Socialist and Labour 
Conference held its final sitting, when the de- 
bate on Belshevism was resumed. The most 
noteworthy feature of the proceedings was a 
vigorous denunciation by Mr. Arthur Header- 
son of Bolshevism, which he described as a 
campaign of anarchy. 

Herr Bernstein, who was present as a guest 
of the Conference, condemned Bolshevism as a 
danger to the new German Republic, and 
pointed out that it was the first socialist régime 
in history which had suppressed workmen's de- 
monstrations with machine guns. It had also 
set up a new militarism of starving soldie-s, 
and a new capitalism which was worse than 
the old. 

The Conference did not take a vote on the 
resoluiion on Bolshevism which had been under 
discussion, but it was supported by most of 
the delegates.

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DUBLIN TRAMWAYS. 


RECORD RECEIPTS AND 
EXPENDITURE. 
—— . 
THE QUESTIONS OF FARES AND 
CONGESTION OF TRAFFIC. 


The thirty-ninth ordinary general meeting of 
the shareholders of the Dublin United Tram- 


ways Company was held yesterday at the 
offices of the company in Sackville street, for 
the purpose of receiving the directors’ report 
and the balance sheet for the year ending De- 
cember 3lst, 1918, and to elect a director and 
auditors. | 

Mr. William M. Murphy, J.P., Chairman of the 
Board of Directors, presided, and the other 
directors present were—Ihe Right Hon. L. 
Waldron, Messre. W. Hewat, Joseph Monnet. G. 
M. Harriss (general manager), and W. McHugh 
(secretary). 

The Chairman, moving the adoption of the 
report and statements of accounts (a summary 
of which has already been published in these 
solumns), eaia that at the meeting last year he 
mentioned that the company had for re-issue 4 
sum of £39,400 debenture bonds, which had 
fallen due, and had been redeemed. They in- 
vited applications from the etock-holders for 
these bonds, and they were all allotted at the 
end of the year, except £4,800. Since then a 
further £2,400 was sold, and there now remained 
£2,400 of these bonds, which would be allotted 
at par in priority of application to any stock- 
holders who wished to possess them. They 
would bear interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 
and were repayable in five or ten years at the 
option of the applicant. Further capital ex- 
penditure would be necessary in the near future 
to improve the electrical distributing system, 
and to meet the problem which had arisen 
owing to the increased and increasing volume of 
electricity which the main cables would be 
called upon to convey, This problem could be 
effectively dealt with by the erection in a cen- 
tral position of a sub-station and the installation 
therein of certain electrical machinery which 
would attain the desired object. These machines 
would also effect a considerable saving in the 
power necessary to be generated, and 
a corresponding saving in coal con- 
sumption. They had obtained a lease of a 
suitable site for this sub-etation from the au- 
thorities of Trinity College, just inside the 
College railings, nearly opposite the Cramp- 
ton Memorial at the junction of Col- 
lege treet and Brunswick atreet. The

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURE. 
Turning to the revenw4 account, he said that 
they had record figures to deal 
with both in receipts and expendi- 
ture.

The expenditure 
on the track renewal and car replacement, which 
was of necessity deferred, must be suffplied out 
of revenue, and provision had to be made for 
this expenditure. It had further to be remem- 


i bered in connection with the revenue expendi- 


ture that the high wages which they were now 
paying were in operation during only portion of 
the past year. As to the items that made up 
the faree expenditure of £310,946, which it cost 
to carry on the tramways during last year, the 
shareholde’s would find them set out in much 
detail on page 4 of the accounts, together with 
the corresponding figures for the previous year. 
He called their attention to a few of the figures. 
The coal bill, even on a rationed supply of coal, 
reached £38,906, an increase on the year ol 
£8,580, while the whole cost of the power station 
operation, amounting to £47,106, showed an in- 
crease of £10,634 as compared with 1917.The total 
power ¢tation operation as lately as the year 
1912 amounted to only £21,279, which was ex- 
ceeded last year by ‘£25,827, an increase since 
1912 of 120 per cent. in six years. The totals 
under the head of “ Maintenance’ showed an 
increase of £30,542, and this addition was mostly 
in wages, as there was so little new material 
available to spend money on, They had spent 
£28,145 in maintaining the track, though only 
a few new rails out of a small stock that they 
had in hands were put into the road. ‘ This very 
large expenditure, and the substantia] manner 
in which the. tramways were originally laid, 
hed enabled the track, from their observation, 
here and elsewhere, to be maintained in pro- 
bably better order than any other tramways in 
the United Kingdom during the war years. 
INCREASED EXPENSES AND FARES. 
There was an increase in the traffic expenses 
of some £18,847 (being £111,049 against £92,202), 
and of this increase wages alone accounted for 
some £16,000. There only remained the items 
under the heading of “ General Charges ”“” to be 
dealt with, and the shareholders would note 
that out of a total increaso of £7,771 
“ General Charges’ £6,488 was in the item of 
rates and taxes. The only item that did not 
grow larger was that of directors’ remuneration 
which had not been altered since it was fixec 
more than 22 years ago. It was obvious that 
with such a huge increase in the cost of work- 
ing the tramways they should be in a bad way 
if their receipts did not show a corresponding 
increase. Though the receipts were growing 
larger from the beginning of the year, owing to 
what he might call natural causes, such as the 
continuous growth of traffic which had gone on 
from year to year, and to the increased epend- 
ing power of the community, it became evident 
that after arbitrations which awarded substan- 
tial advances in wages to the men, running into 
many thousands of pounds per annum, the ordi- 
nary expansion of traffic could no longer be 
relied on to meet the situation that had 
arisen. Accordingly, in the month of April 
last, for the first time they put into operation 
an increase of fares, which had been in many 
instances below the statutory level. A similar 
process had previously been resorted to by 
nearly every tramway undertaking in the King- 
dom. The fares up to April last were on the 
same ecale as when the expenses of working the 
tramways were less than half what they were 
now, and he believed theirs was one of the last 


‘undertakings of the kind in the Kingdom in 


which the etep of raising fares was resorted to. 
If the tramway receipts had not been increased 


_they would understand how serious a position 


they should have been in, when he told them 
that the bare working cost for 1918 was at the 
rate of 11.13 pence per passenger per mile, 
which did not include any provision for way- 
leaves or standing charges euch as debenture in- 
terest, and that the total receipts per mile in 
1917 were only at the rate of 11.08 pence per 
mile.

GENERAL CRITICISM, 

Mr. R. O'C. Sellis drew attention to complaints 
which, he said, had been made by District 
Councils and individuals as to the recent in- 
crease in the fares charged by the company. 
Those who made those. complaints h not 
taken into account the jncreased charges as to 
materials and labour which the company had to 
bear. These complainers seemed to think that 
they had the right to travel on the tramcars at 
the old rates. Times had changed. Although 
there were complaints, they were not well 
founded, except that with regard to the tickets, 
upon which the destination of the traveller 
ought to be marked. 

Mr. Beater asked for a better service on the 
Dartry road line, and suggested that a special 
car at a twopenny fare should be run at certain 
hours of the day. A source of complaint was 
that passengers occupied more space than they 
ought to be allowed to do, and that the con- 
ductors did not find seats for passengers when, 
for instance, four persons occupied seats for six. 

Mr. James Kelly, a shareholder, drew atten- 
tion to the sum that was paid under the head 
of “Law and Compensation,” and suggested 
that with more care accidents might be avoided, 
and compensation therefore reduced, “ 

Mr. J. J, Maguire said that he thought the 
report was very satisfactory. Shareholders in 
railway companies and tramway companies were 
hard hit, Buan their dividends were reduced, 
while the cost of living to those shareholders 
was as high as to the staffs, who had their 
salaries and wages increased. 

Mr. Aylward begged for the restoration of the 
“little car” that ran to Sandymount via 
Nassau street. 

Mr. J. H. Magauran, Sandycove, said that the 
people of that district were satisfied to pay a 
reasonable increase in the fares, but. they pro- 
tested against the .imposition of 75 per cent. 
which had been added, partly the abolition 
of return tickets to Dalkey. The bonug of a 
shilling per share would, he said, be consumed 
by the excess fares in two days. 

Mr. J. Murphy said that every sensible man 
knew that it was necessary to raise the fares, 
but many persons were puzzled about the 
tickets. 

Sir Joseph Downes said that those who eóm- 
plained were not aware of the difficulties which 
the directors had to contend with, In his 
opinion, the directots deserved to be congratu- 
lated on the report, which was a fair, honest, 
and bona fide one. (Applause.) He thought 
that the company was as well managed as any 
one of its kind in the United Kingdom, (Hear, 


hear.) 
CHAIRMAN’S REPLY. 

The Chairman, replying to the points of the 
discussion, said that he always welcomed criti- 
cism. Their difficulty with regard to fares was 
that their powers to charge fares were limited 
to a penny per mile or part of a mile. There 
was a special provision in their agreement with 
the Corporation that they were to carry persong 
from the centre to the old meal of the 
borough—perhaps, a mile and a haif—for a 
penny. When they earried persons from out- 
side districts, such as Terenure, and charged 
only twopence, the rate was much less than a 
penny. per mile. In order to get an adequate 
income they were obliged to increase the rates 
where they could, ahd that created some 
anomalies which could not be avoided. Out of 
a total of 71 million fares, 41 million were 
penny fares. When it was remembered that the 
railway companies, with the Government backin 
them, to make good their loss, had imereas 
their rates by is; per cent., he did not think 
that the public could blame this company for 
making an effort to save themselves from 
destruction. With regard to congestion on the 
cars that was entirely due to the shortage of 
coal, but when coal came along again in full 
measure the full service of cars would be re- 
stored. The cause of” complaint as to the 
absence of the place of destination on the 
tickets arose from .the shortagé of paper. As 
to Mr. Kelly’s question about compensation and 
legal expenses, when it was borne in mind that 
their cars travelled seven millions of miles and 
carried seventy-one millions of passengers in a 
year, it would be seen that accidents were few, 
because it was impossible altogether to avoid 
them, and he thought that they had done very 
well, indeed.

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded by 
Mr. Waldron, the dividends mentioned in the 
report were ordered to paid, and Mr, 
Mooney, who retired by rotation, was re-elected 
to the board of directors.

DIRECTORS’ REMUNERATION. 

The Chairman, in accordance with notice in 
the report, moved that the remuneration of the 
directors and the auditers be increased. Similar 
propusals had been made and approved of re- 
cently by the shareholders of gmilar undertak- 
ings, the increases in some eases being 50 per 
cent, Usually such proposals as this came from 
the body of the shareholders, but he ventured 
to think that the suggestion came from the 
parties most interested. (Laughter.) When his 
fellow-directors thought that the time had 
‘come when the remuneration for their services 
should be re-comsidered, they decided, as the 
most straightforward course, that they should 
themselves place their claims before the share- 
holders. The present fees were fixed in 1896 
when the company was registered and when 
the income tax was 8d. in the £. Now 
income-tax was deducted. In 1902 horse trac- 
tion on the tramways disappeared, and since 
then the business of the company had in 
from a sum less than £5, a week to £9,500 
a week, and the number of pasesngers carried

The directors’ 
fees had been reduced by about £900 a year 
owing to income-tax.
